The claimed invention is found to be allowable over the prior art of record because, while 
the Applicants has filed a declaration under 37 C.F.R. Rule 1.131(a) to overcome the Morse 
reference (5,556,379), the prior art of record do not disclose or fairly suggest a process for 
cleaning an essentially intact bone comprising applying a vacuum to an essentially intact bone to 
draw solution comprising at lest one solvent for bone marrow through the intact bone to 
solubilize bone marrow.
